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June at all levels of the organisation. More than 100 public meetings with a total at- 
tendance of 9,300 persona wore staged by the local groups, Primary emphasis was place* 
upon the insincerity of the Soviet unification proposals and the duplicity of Soviet 
policy towards Germany* the BSC end the Contractual Agreement were presented in a favor- 
able manner, future meetings dealing with these key topics iiave already boon scheduled. 
Two large see tings in conjunction with other western oriented youth groves have also boon 
planned, (his seating will take place in Frankfurt with Or. August Euler as the principal 
speaker. Tue second will be staged in Essen with Bundestag Messer Joseph Strauss, CSU 
General Secretary for Bavaria, as the orator. An attendance of more than 2,000 persons 
is anticipated at this anti-Soviet dsmonst ration. 

(3) Kuosrous poster and sticker actions were carried out by local BDJ groups during 
the reporting period* Particularly effective was a email sticker, "Stalin's Agents Cannot 
Bear tbs Truth,” which was produced and distributed in 100,000 copies* Other pesters 
and pamphlets attacked the hadpclg FDJ youth parliament. ItifOrmtiop Se rvice, the monthly 
illustrated BDJ publication, was printed in 10,000 copies j the lead article stresses the 
significance of the BDJ's Ahitsuntide Hally as a "no** to the Fascists of the past and to 
the Gemsunlats of the present and a "yea" to the active cooperation of free youth. Other 
items call attention to the continuing anti-Co/® amiat struggle In Korea, youth and cul- 
tural activity in Bast Germany, and news of local Mk I organisations* 



(4) iroparations, the devolopiaont, and the actual staging of the HbJ’g Vidtsuntido 
Bally have previously been reported. Tbs receipt of an 0PG field evaluation, ad d i tiona l 
/sports, and the debriefing of the UJPiiOWL case officer have facilitated further clari- 
fication of the event. Bora than 5,000 West Gorraan and foreign youths attended the 
gathering which proceeded in an atmosphere of unity and strong consolidated opposition 
to Cos»unlssu lath the exception of the scheduled street march all of the other rally 
events - speeches, discussion groups, cultural and athletic events, torch light parades, 
with press end radio coverage of sans - came off as scheduled* The main speakers at the 
rally were Bundestag masher Dr. August junior, ciwirraan of the FDP faction, and GDU deputy 
Kurt Klesdnger, who flew in from the European Council at Strassburg to address tide 
meeting* The eighteen foreign youth delegations played a prominent role in the rally 
events as did the cooperating Goman youth groups*

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(6) On the evening before the "freedom assembly" a group of BDJ amber* from Bsaan 
spotted too youth® defacing BBJ paters* A street light ensued and in tlie melee a 
plain-clothes policeman was injured* Tide isolated incident afforded the Socialists the 
necessary pretext and the street march and downtown Frankfurt assembly were banned. Noti- 
fication reached the WJ leadership Just one hour prior to the event, but due to the 
efforts of the principal agent no violence resulted in spit® of th© angry reception wlileh 
greeted th® police announcement of the ban* 

( 7 ) Following the rally, members of the cooperating German youth organisations and 
the foreign delegations wore guests of the HDJ at a dinner gathering. Here a committee 
to aid West Berlin and East Germany was formed. On the next day, th© foreign delegations 
were afforded an official recaption by the Bonn government* The foreign delegation® also 
staged a pres® conference at which time they spontaneously declared their confidence in 
the democratic citaraeter of the fcS)J and pressed their dismy at tine police imposed ban 
on th© street c©.rch» 



Although all of the items have not yet been assembled, it is expected that the 
press notices on tiie Whitsuntide Bally and BDJ activity in general will run to more then 
500 items for the month. Frees, radio, and news reel coverage of th© rally was considerable 
the West Gorman press and th© U* 5, Amy's btars and ctripoa giving rumlng coverage to 
the ©vents. The Hessian radio and Allied Forces kadio were on hand to broadcast th© oigb- 
J.ghts vrtiila Mbit ^Ua Film and Fox Toenande locimnohau recorded scenes from the Freedom 
Assembly. The FDd and F&lken atte^?ie to di^ruuyt the rally indicate that the Gomnuniste 
arid extrar® leftists realised the effectiveness of the 3DJ sponsored ©vent. 
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Although the press dj.d give a (i!iepropoiiAm^^ e pUs^i^JWirik^ ^f&fetional aspects 
of the hhltauntld© Rally# subsequent reports and editorials ques^lS(*l«dr,ii^Aglit of the 
Frankfurt City Government to ban the downtown Freedom Bally on the basis ox*&n isolated 
incident. The FDP faction in the Haaaian Luvttag demanded an Impartial investigation of 
this action. The annual B><? meeting and tbs opinion of the foreign delegations to the 
rally attest to the democratic character of th© organisation. On tlw whole the effects 
of th® rally ware beneficial, proving that th® BDJ is gaining a large measure of poli- 
tical maturity, and that it is capable of staging large public rallies. Continuing sup- 
port from the leader© of the west a rn-orlented forces in Germ&ny prove that these men 
realise the ©ffeetlveneoo of the ID**. 



In an activist organisation such am th® BDJ it is not always possible to control 
absolutely time hot headed elements. From time to tin© incidents will occur #iioh..1KtM. 
not be to QFC*« lildng, or of beneficial effect for the organisation, ©teas incidents 
mist, however, be placed in the proper prospective, and weighed against the advantages 
©f the organisation. Far too few Germans are willing to speak out and talc© a p&uition 
in these troubled tiies, but tii© d&J riaa always stood as a militant anti-Coaaanist organic 
’ation and haa given vigorous support to GPG objectives to Qermny.
